highway service paralyzed and public 
utility services demoralized.

the debacle but virtually the entire

parts of the state were engulfed by 
streams swollen by recent torrential 
rains. 
Two are known to be head here 


Many persons are in hospitals suffer- 
ing from exposure. 
The -waters are receding rapidly, al- 


tho'ugh the Capitol Hill section and 
Packingtown, home of the meat pack- 
ing Industry here, remain cut off from 
the remainder of the city.

Farm Wages In 


N. C. Increased 


(By The Associated Press) 
RALEIGH, N. C.. Oct. 17.—Farm 


wages in North Carolina have in- 
creased during the past year on ac- 
count of the bright outlook of the 
crop production, but. due to reports 
that the labor supply is 20 per cent. 
short of normal, the farmer is unable 
to compete with the urban and public, 
work wages, declared Frank Parker. 
of the Co-operative Crop Reporting 
Service, today when he issued a re- 
port on farm employment conditions 
in North Carolina. 


In his report Mr. Parker said: 
"The present wages by the month 


without board average S37, accord- 
ing to 400 reporters from 
different 
parts of the state. 
This is S2 more 


than a year ago. With board, the 
average wage is $2S. or 10 per cent, 
above last year. 
The wages by the 


day. without board, including the 
daily earnings of piece workers, are 
SI.SO, and with board. SI.44. 
This 
also is slightly above last 
year's 


wages. 


"The demand for farm labor is 


ciuite equal to last year with a supply 
of only SO per cent, of the normal 
need. It is common over the slate to 
see the farmer and his family doing 
the work, unable to secure, and often 
unable to pay. hired labor. F-xrmers 
living nearer the larger towns find 
that they have t" carry labor back 
and forth in automobiles, they no 
longer being satisfied to walk or even 
ride in wagon, although their wages 
are 
much higher than in former 
years.

THE COMMUNITY CHEST. 


It Is not too early to begin consid- 


eration of the 
annual 
Community 


Chest drive which Is to open on No- 
vember 6th and which will continue 
through that week and during which 
the sum of $65,000 will be asked of 
the people of Danville to support nine 
charitable organizations which can- 
not succeed without a due measure of 
support by the people of the com- 
munity. This year the amount sought 
is about $10,000 less than the sum 
sought last year, even 
though the 


number of organizations to be sus- 
tained has been increased by one. 
The curtailment 
of the 
individual 


budgets is due primarily to the fact 
that last year the money sought was 
for a period longer than a year. This 
vear the chest will provide sustenance 
for a twelve months period and the 
individual sums sought 
have been 


carefully surveyed and by judicious 
pruning the sum total has been low- 
ered. We note -with satisfaction that 
provision this year has 
been made 


for the Boy Scouts, an organization 
which since its appearance In Dan- 
ville has been promoted and very 
largely maintained by some of the lo- 
cal civic clubs. Inclusion of the sum 
of $2.000 which will defray the costs 
of an effective leader -for these boys 
and one who will devote his time to 
their welfare will give renewed im- 
petus to the movement and will un- 
fold new opportunities to the under- 
privileged boy who until the last yea- 
has not been accorded the attention 
in the development of social work, 
that he should. 


The Community Chest Is. we be- 


lieve, approved by the people of Dan- 
ville as a whole and this method of 
providing money for necessary organ- 
izations Is endorsed. It Is based on a 
sound business 
principle 
and

merging of the budgets into one total 


There is nothing that gives a per- 


son such a feeling of security as own- 
ing one's own home.

its head by not having the title to the 
house. 
Renting means worry; it 


means moving; moving means ex- 
pense, often buying new things to fit 
the new home. It means in the end 
when a man has reached an age in 
life when inclined to take things a 
little easier that he must keep at the 
tread mill- 


Buying one's own home, except in 


rare instances, puts a sense of res- 
ponsibility on the man and his fam- 


ily, 
sacrificing some of the plesaures 


of the present for comforts and pleas- 
ures later. It means thrift. 


The man who rents collects a stack 


of rent receipts. The ordinary man 
and family pay the rent and spend 
the rest, perhaps waking up when too 
late to a realization that they made a 
serious mistake by not having a per- 
manent home. 


A home owner always has credit at 


the bank. 
If-it comes to the worst 


and there is sickness and death with 
unusual expenses, the home may be 
pledged to carry on until these ex- 
penses are over. 


Local realtors are selling houses on 


the easy payment plan. Like paying 
rent, a comparatively small payment 
puts the purchaser in possession of 
a home and then by payment of a 
small amount a month which pays 
the interest and. part of the principle, 
a family in a few years will own its 
home. 


To say the least, a widow with a 


family of children left with a home 
has a long start on the woman left 
with only a stack of rent receipts 
and a few hundred dollars' worth o 
household furniture.
